Crowd at White City Sees a 
Man Hurled to Death on 
the “New Ride.” 


POLICE NOT NOTIFIED. 


The “roller coaster,” types of which are 

now running at top speed in all the amuse- 
ment parke in Chicago, claimed its first vic- 
tim of the season last night. 
Jacob Hanson, who lived near Decatur, 
Wis., felt from the New Ride at White 
City and was so badly hurt that he died a 
short time later at the Wastrington Park hos- 
pital. 

The man was rushed to the Washington 
Park hospital and no report was made to the 
police. 

A crowd of many hundred persons saw the 
man receive his fatal Injuries, but in spi te. 
of that fact details of how the accident hap- | 
pened are meager, 


Man Falls from Car. 


One account says that the machine in which 
the man was riding was racing high in the 
air at top speed. It had just arrived at the 
top of an ascent and was plunging downward 
into a new loop when the man was seen 
to fiy out of the car and plunge to the 
earth. He was picked up unconscious. 

The White City people say that the man 
was drunk and that the accident was due to 
his standing up in the car. At the Washing- 
ton Park hospital it was stated that there 
was no evidence of the man being drunk that 
they could see. 


Great Excitement in Park. 

There was great excitement in the park 
after the man had deen picked up. A large 
crowd gathered and several women fainted. 
By the time the taxicab had arrived prac- 
tically every one in the park at the time was 
gathered around the scene of the tragedy. 

The victim himeeif could give no account 
of how the accident occurred. He was un- 
conscious when taken to the hospital and 
continued in a state of coma until he died. 
His identity was learned from letters which 
were found in his pockets.

Singer Says He Demanded Return 


of Notes Written Before 
Marriage Last Fall. 


FIVE ARRESTED AFTER THE FIGHT

New York, June 7.—[Special.]—W. E. D. 
Stokes, owner of the Ansonia hotel, pro- 
prietor of the Patchen Wilkes stock farm 
in Kentucky, and who has been prominent in 
this city for years, was shot three times this 
evening by two young women who say he 
came to their apartment to get letters writ- 
ten by him before he was married last Feb- 
ruary. 

Mr. Stokes is in the Roosevelt hospital with 
injuries which his attorney described as 
trifling. 

When the surgeons examined Mr. Stokes’ 
wounds they found that all three bullets had 
gone through his legs and thigh. Then they 
dressed the injuries thoroughly and took all 
necessary precautions against blood polson- 
ing. 

The girls say that in the scuffle which was 
carried into the hallway outside their rooms, 
Mr. Stokes took a random shot at them, but 
that he did not hit anything. 

Stokes, who is ® years of age, is a cousin 
of E. S. Stokes, who shot Jim Fiske years 
ago. 


Older Girl a Singer. 

Luan Graham, who said, in the station 
house, that she ig 22 years old and a singer, 
and Ethel Conrad., three years her junior, 
who did not specify her occupation, were 
the two girls. They had a small apartment 
in the Varuna, 225 West Hightieth. street. 
They have been there only three or four 
weeks. 

Miss Gramtff talked freely to the matron 
after she had been waiting for some one to 
come and bail her orrt. 

Miss Graham said that she and her mar- 
ried sister lived together at the Ansonia 
four years ago and that they knew Stokes 
then. A year ago she and her sister went 
to Belgium, where she was to study music. 


Tue sister remained on the other side and 


Ass Graham came back to this city and 
set up licht housekeeping in the three rooms 
and kitchenette in West Hightieth street. 
She had some letters which Stokes had 
written her, and, though she believed that 
there was nothing in them to cause any- 
thing like uneasiness, she had not been back 
long before Mr. Stokes began to telephone 
to her about them. He did fot like the idea of 
having Miss Conrad know where she 
could lay hands on them, Miss Graham says 


Stokes told her. 


Woman Tells About Shooting. 

Late this afternoon, the girl continued, 
Stokes went to the Varuna and they dis- 
cussed the question. She was alone in the 
sitting room with Stokes and Miss Conrad 
was in the adjoining bedroom. She says she 
told him the letters were destroy ed, but that 
he doubted her word. They had the sort of 
a argument that grew more and more one 
sided because Miss Graham said that she 
did not want to have any trouble. 

Then Stokes came toward her, so she told 
the detective and the matron, and tried» to 
choke her. She had à little revolver handy 
and she aimed at his legs and fired. Miss 
Conrad came running in from the other room 
and she, too, had a pistol. Both girls opened 
up again, but either they did not shoot 
straight or they intended to shoot low. The 
three bullets that struck Mr. Stokes lodged 
in his right leg. 

Stokes got close enough to Miss Graham to 
grasp the revolver and he tried to get it 
away as the three of them moved toward 
the door. In the hallway, Stokes said later, 
Miss Graham put her revolver close to his 
body just above the waist, but he knocked 
it downward as the shot went off. That one 
didn’t touch him. 


Urges Friend to Shoot. 

He says the only reason she missed was 
because he struck in time, and then he kept 
her body between him and the Conrad girl, 
who was on the side near the door. 

“Shoot bim! Shoot him!” Miss Graham 
shouted, says Stokes. 

But the younger girl was apparently losing 
her nerve. She stood without much deter- 
mination either way when the door of an 
apartment on the same floor was opened and 
three Japanese servants In the employ of 
Pat Casey, the vaudeville booking aegut, ap- 
peared. Stokes told the police that the Japs 
held him while the girls fired at him again. 

Stokes says he was about ready to have out- 
side help by that time, and he yelled for 
somebody. When he did that, he says, the 
five ran into the Casey apartment. 


Stokes’ Cries Bring Aid. 

John Boom, the superintendent of the 
building, heard Stokes’ cries. Wen he got 
to the scene of the shooting Mr. Stokes was 
leaning weakly against the grating of the 
stairway. Pointing to the open doorway of 
the Casey apartment Stokes cried: 

“ Those girls in there shot me.“ 

Bloom did not walt to see more than that 
Stokes was not badly hurt. Then he jumped 
into the elevator and went down to send for 
an ambulance. Stokes called after him to 
get Dr. Thornley, the house physician of the 
Ansonia. Bloom did this and then ran out 
to Broadway to look for a policeman.

CITE THE CLUB'S BYLAWS. 


Lumberman Notified of Docu- 
ment Filed with Directorate 
and His Friends Seek to 
Thwart Action. 


The board of directors of the Unian League 
club bas been requested by a number of 
members to investigate the conduct of ad- 
ward Hines in the Lorimer matter and take 
such action as may be consistent with the 
facts in the case as they bear on the objects 
and purposes of the club. In plain English, 
they want the Uniom League club to be 
purged of Mr. Hines’ presence. 

The members who are leading the move 
ment against Mr. Hines base their request on 
the testimony taken by the Illinois senate 
involving Mr. Hines’ activities in the corrup- 
tion which made possible the election of the 
junior United States senator. They call at- 
tention to the fact that Clarence 8. Funk, a 
member of the club, in good standing, teeti- 
fied under oath that Hines approached him 
in the club and asked him to contribute to 
the fund raised to purchase the election of 
Lorimer. 

In their formal document, which recently 
was laid before the directors of the club, it 
ie understood they go into great detail as to 
the testimony given at Springfield, not only 
by Mr. Funk but by other witnesses who 
told of Hines’ bodstings of “ putting Lorimer 
over,” and his other activities in the malo- 
dorous senatorial scandal. 

Point to Articles of Association, 

Particular attention is called to the articles 
of association of the club, which are as fol- 
lows: 

The condition of membership shall be 
absolute and unqualified ‘loyalty to the 
government of the United States. The 
primary obje¢ts of this association shall 
be: 

To encourage and promote by moral, 
eocial, and political influences, uncondi- 
tional loyalty to the federal government, 
and to defend and protect the integrity 
and perpetuity of this nation.

Bylaw on Expulsion. 

Attention also ts called to one of the b. 
laws which declares: 

Any member guilty of any misconduct, 
and especially any member whose conduct 
shall be hostile to the objects or injurious 
to the character of this elub may 
de suspended or expelled from the club by 
a two-thirds vote of the board of man- 
agers. 

The board of directors of the club has had 
the matter under consideration for some little 
time, but no action has been taken. 

In the meantime Mr. Hines has been noti- 
fled of the document filed with the directors, 
and he and his friends are actively engaged 
among the members endeavoring to secure 
support. 

Some members of the club beMeve that ac- 
tion should be taken; that it is imperative.

The/inspector wrathfully denied 
the accusation so far as he was concerned, 
and forced Foster to admit that he, the in- 
spector, had thrown Foster out of the Harri- 
sen street station, where Foster made over- 
tures to him of payment for protection. 

“ Don’t you acouse me Of taking money from 
you,” roared the inspector as he shook his 
fist in Foster's face. Tou or no other maa 
living can say that I ever took a dollar for 
police protection. If you make that charge 
against me on the witness stand, I'll have 
you arrested for perjury and I'l} send you .

Wheeler Defies Accusers, 

** Didn't I throw you out of my éffice when 
you came there and made me an offer of 
money to run your thieving resorts? Didn't 
I tell you that you nor anybody else could 
not run a resort for thieving women? You 
offered me money, didn't you, and didn’t I 
throw you out of the office?’ 

Foster admitted to the chief that what the 
inspector said was true.

RESULT OF LONG FIGHT. 


Assembly Expected to Concur in 
Action of Other Branch on 
the Issue. 


Madison, Wis., June 7.—{Special.)}—The 
Wisconsin senate today adopted a resolution 
declaring that Senator Isaac Stephenson 
bought his seat in the United States senate 
and requesting that body to 1 his 
election. 

The resolution was the senate wiles com- 
mittee substitute for the Husting resolution, 
introduced early in the session, and is similar 
in substance. The vote on adoption of the 
committee résolution was 15 to 3, with one 
pair, one senator answering present, and 
twelve being absent. Senator Whitehead, a 
supporter of Stephenson, voted present.“ 


Provisions of Resolution. 

The committee ution, as adopted, first 
refers to the manner in which the senatorial 
committee was appointed to investigate 
the charges of corruption. which were filed 
against Senator Stephenson by State Senator 
J. J. Blaine 

This cbm N 1% ente tion. con- 
tinues the resolution, found that Isaac Ste- 
phenson did commit acts of bribery and at- 
id commit other acts 
in violation of the ¢orrupt practices laws of 
Wisconsin relating to said matters; and 
further, that the managers and agents of 
Isaac Stephenson in said primary campaign 
and election and general election and sene- 
torial election, did; by acts of bribery and at- 
tempted bribery, and other acts in violation 
of the corrupt practices law and penal stat- 
utes of Wisconsin relating to said matters, 
obtain for the said Isaac Stephenson votes 
without which he would not have been 
elected, and that, for such reason, the elec- 
tion of said Isaac Stephenson to the United 
States senate was null and void, and such 
election of the said Isaac Stephenson to the 
United States senate should be annulled by 
the United States senate.” 

The resolution then concurs in this finding 
and orders that a copy of the resolution and 
of the testimony taken by the investigating 
committee be certified by the secretary of 
state and sent to the United States senate, 
with the request that that body conduct an 
inquiry. It further is-resolved that a certi- 
fied copy of all these records be turned over 
to the prosecu 
and of other counties in Wisconsin that they 
may prosecute all persons found guilty of 
perjury, bribery, or violation’ of the corrupt 
practices act.“ 


Says Testimony Shows Guilt. 

When the matter was taken up on the floor 
Senator Husting, member of the investigat- 
ing committee, made a long speech in which 
he reviewed a large part of the testimony 
taken at the investigation and argued that 
it showed that Stephenson was guilty of 
bribery and violation of the corrupt prac- 
tices law in spending $111,000 in his primary 
campaign and election and an unknown 
amount between his nomination and election 
by the legislature. He urged the adoption 
of the substitute resolution. 

Senator Bodenstab, im expleining his vote, 
said he did not bellewe the testimony showed 
Stephenson guilty of bribery or violation of 
the corrupt practices act. ‘He did not be- 
lieve the senate justified in adopting its reso- 
lution. 

The failure of the Stephenson men to put 
up a fight against the adoption of the resolu- 
tion Was a surprise. \ 


MUCH INTEREST IN CAPITAL. 
Washington, D. C., June 7.—[fSpecial.]—It 
develops that the resolution calling for the in- 
vestigation of Senator Stephenson's election 
has been prepared and will be introduced by a 


western senator. It will be referred to the 


committee on privileges and elections under 
the supervision ef which the Lorimer election 
bribery scandal is being investigated. The 
certified resolution of the Wisconsin senate 
also will be referred to this committee, | 

It is assumed that there wil) be no opposi- 
tion in the senate to the reference of the 
entire matter to the elections committee for 
the reason that this case never has been 
before the upper house and is subject to no 
preconceived opinions on the part of the mem- 
bers. 

The committee, upon receiving the resotu- 
tion, will determfM whether the investiga- 
tion of the Stephenson election is warranted 
and will report its conclusions to the senate. 
It is practically certain that the committee 
will recommend thé institution of an inquiry, 
as this fs usually the procedure whenever « 
state legislature or either branch thereof 
forwerds charges of corruption in the eleo- 
tion of a United States senator.

MAT REACH TAFT 


Talk of Five G. 0. P. Senate 
Progressives Joining with 
the Democrats. 


PROBLEM FOR PRESIDENT 


Executive Expected to Sign the 
Measure Should It Meet 
Platform Test. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 7.— [Special. I- The 
surprising faet has developed that the Demo- 
ératic wool bill may be passed by the senate, 
following similar action by the house, and 
presented to President Taft for approval. 

If this action be taken, it will be the 3 
in the senate of a combination of all the 
Democratic senators and five e ee 
Republicans. 

It is asserted the necessary number of pro- 
gresswes are regarding the Democratic prop- 
oritién favorably, and if their study of its 


provisions be satisfactory, its adoption is as-, 


sured. 
The president has been sounded as to what 


his action would be if the bill should pass con- 
gress. He is not crossing the bridge until he 
reaches it. In view, however, of his declara- 
tion that the w ool schedule is indefensible,” 
it is assumed he would be inclined to approve 
‘he measure, provided it stand the test of the 
tariff plank in the Republican national plat- 
form of 1908, as follows: 

„In all tariff legislation the true principle 
of protection ie best maintained by the im- 
position of such duties as will equal the dif- 
ference between the cost of production at 
home and abroad, together with a reasonable 
profit for American industries.“ 


Brisk Fight Assured. 


Before the bill reaches the president, how- 
ever, considerable time will elapse. The reg- 
ular Rpublicans, specially those represent- 
ing the woo! growing states; have announced 
their purpose to oppose vigorously the Demo- 
cratic wool revision. 

When the bill reaches the senate after its 
passage by the house it will be referred to 
the finance committe. In order for the meag- 
ure to reach the floor of the senate again that 
committee will have to be discharged from its 
consideration. 

There are nine Republicans and six Demo- 
crats on this committee. Of the Republic- 
ans only one, Mr. La Follette of Wisconsin, 
is @ progressive Republican. The regular Re- 
publicans thus number eight, which assures 
a majority of two against the woo) bill and 
if Senator La Follette disapprove it the ma- 
jority against it will be three. 

So far as the senate Democrats are con- 
cerned they have decided to support the house 
bill as a unit. Mr. Bailey was the one promi- 
nent member of the party, who, it was feared, 
would oppose the measure and it was real- 
ized if he did so he vl be followed by sev- 
eral other Democrats. 


Bailey Tells His Intentions. 

Bailey has let it be known, however, that 
while he will endeavor to have the average 
duty on wool and woolens fixed at 80 per 
cent ad valorem, should he fail he will vote 
for the house proposition, This means that 
forty-one Democratic senators will stand 
squarely behind the Underwood measure. 

There are fifty Republicans in the senate. 
Of these twelve are progressives. If five 
of the latter join with the Democrats the 
bill will pass. 

There is no doubt but that all of the pro- 
gressives are heartily in favor of a radical 
revision of the wool schedule. When the 
Aldrich law was under consideration in 
the senate, Mr. La Follette and the late 
Senator Dolliver, who was a. progressive, 
proposed an average reduction of 50 per cent 
in the woolen duties. It is suggested tonight 
that the Democrats, in framing the Under- 
wood bill, had in mind these proposals and 
counted upon the belief that support for their 
measure could be found among the pro- 
gressives. It may be their expectations will 
be realized. 


Progressives Differ in Views. 

Some of the progressives who were ap- 
proached today in reference to the matter 
said they were trying to look favorably 
upon the Democratic revision while others 
ingisted they did not think it fair, follow- 
ing the passage of the Canadian reciproc- 
ity agreement, to. ask the farmers to bear 
the burden of an additional tariff change. 

A number of the house progressives have 
announced their purpose to stand by the 
Democratic bill They will offer some 
amendments which, of course, will be voted 


down. Tuat they intend to support the 


bill upon ita final passage is shown by the 
fact they have gone to Representative Un- 
derwood and asked him to allot them time 
to speak in its defense. He will comply 
giadly with their request. 

The debate in the house Is expected to last 
two weeks and the bill probably will be 
in the senate by the latter part of the month. 


Plans of d. 0. P. Leaders Upset. 

It was the purpose of the senate Republicag 
leaders to confine the work of thé session to 
the Canadiansreciprocity measure, so far at 
least as tariff revision is concerned. It was 
their intention to refer the wool revision prop- 
osition to the finance committee and there to 
let it die. 

It was expected the Democrats would real- 
ize the impossibility of getting action and 
would be disposed to agree to an early ad- 
journment. The tactics of the Democrats, 
however, have knocked awry the plans of the 
senate leaders. With progressive support the 
bill can be brought out of the finance com- 
mittee and referred to a special committee 
for consideration or debate on the floor. 

If this action be taken regular Republicans 
say they will filibuster e a vote.

sives, who have boldly stated they will en- 
deavor to block Mr. Taft's aspirations. 

It was believed by the former that Roose- 


velt’s support would prevent the develop- . Tune investiaatic 


ment of any opposition of consequence to the 
president's selection again as the standard 
bearer of the Republican party. It was real- 
ized by the progressives that should the 
colonel espouse Mr. Taft's cause, they would 
not be able to make much headway in their 


fight. 
Inference Drawn Too Quickly. | 

It was difficult for those who saw the pres 
dent and Col. Roosevelt together yesterday 
to believe that in the short space of ten 
minutes, the period of their conference, any 
agreement of importance could have been 
made. Although the colonel and his succes- 
sor have been in occasional correspondence, 
it is said they have not discussed the ques 
tion of the campaign of 1912. 

There ig no doubt the prompt denial of the 
report by Roosevelt caused considerable cha- 
grin among the friends of Mr. Taft. They 
had believed the former president would pay 
no attention to the publication, whatever he 
might think privately. Roosevelt probably 
assumed that the report was inspired, not by 
Mr. Taft, but by misguided friends, for the 
purpose of putting him in a position which 
might be embarrassing in the future more to 
the president than to himself. 

It will be recalled that one of the especially 
dificuit charges to answer during the last 
campaign was that Mr. Taft was being put 
in the White House by Roosevelt. If the 
colonel were to get behind Mr. Taft again 
this charge would be reiterated. It might 
be said the colonel was again seeking to 
make a president and Mr. Taft would be em- 
barrassed in consequence. 


Causes Speculation at Capital. 

Consequently the report sent from Wash- | 
ington that during the Cardinal Gibbons 
jubilee ceremonies at Baltimore yesterday 
Col. Roosevelt had given the president as- 
surances of his support was the subject of 
interested speculation today in the national 
capital. 

Col. Roosevelt was gratified over the se- 
| lection of Mr. Stimson as secretary of war 
and so advised the president, but no one on 
the inside here believed for a moment that 
his message of congratulation had any other 
significance than his approval of the appoint- 
ment of a man with whom he is personally 
friendly and for whose ability he entertains 
7 high regard. 


Report Embarrassing to Taft. 

Exactly what course Col. Réosevelt will 
pursue with respect to the nomination is not 
known. It has been sald time and timeagain, 
and there is reason to believe the statement 
is. true, that he will not seek the nomination. 
According to reports published here, the pro- 
gressives endeavored to induce the colonel! to 
become a candidate, but he declined to accede 
to their wishes. He has said pleasant things 
about Senator La Follette of Wisconsin and 
Senator Cummins of Iowa. He may feel, 
in view of all the circumstances, that it is in- 
advisable for him to have anything to do 
with the nomination. Undoubtedly, how- 
ever, he will support the nominee, whoever 
he may de. 

It is Ükely that from this time on there

the * kund.“

GUN FIGHT AT DEATH CORNER 


Four -Itallans Exchange Shots in 
- Milton Avenue District. 


DEAF MUTE SEES BATTLE. 


One. Man, He Says, Dropped and His 
Companions Carried Him Away. 


The north side Itallan colony was aroused 
at 11 o’clock last night when three shots 
were fired from shotguns in an alley near 
** Death. N Milton avenue and West 
Oak street. 

The 2— were discharged by two of

William Barrett, a deaf mute, living at 
926 Sedgwick street, told the police in sign 
language he was looking down the alley 
when the weapons were discharged, , the 
flashes from the “yb being what attracted 
his attention. 


Bees Four Italians Fire. 

Barrett, through an interpreter, said that 
there were four Italians, three in one group 
and one man standing alone. They fired 
across the alley and then fled. A bearch of 
the neighborhood was made, but the police 
could not learn whether any one had been 
wounded. 

Barrett said that he and his sister were 
standing on Oak street.about half a block 
from the shooting when the battle began. 

“There were two men in the alley on the 
north side of Oak street, between Townsend 
and Milton streets,“ wrote Barrett. The 
other two men were walking west on Oak 
street on the south side of the street. 

When these two came opposite the alley 
two men crept out toward the street and 
fired twice in rapid.succession at the pair 
across the street. They used short barreled 
or sawed off guns. 


Sees One Man Drop. 

“One of the men em the south side of the 
street dropped. Thön abéther shot came 
from the alley... Immediately following this 
shot, the man, Who did not appear to be 
wounded, pulled out a revolver and began 
to shoot. He shot twice at the men atroes 
the street, both of whom fied into the alley 
and ran north.

Story Told by Stokes.

IN MEXICO CITY 


Many Soldiers and Their 
Wives Among Victims of 
Shock at Capital. 


BARRACKS BURIES SCORES 


Only One Foreigner Loses Life, 
Although the Damage Is 
Widespread. 


Mexico City, June 7—Gixtythree killed, 
seventy-five injured, property loss $100,000,

Slow to Realize Disaster. 

Although the shock wae plainly felt in all 
Darts of the city, few realized the magnitude 
of the catastrophe until late in the forenoon, 
because the casualkies were cinfined to 
a comparatively small area. Accustomed as 
the people of the city are to earthquakes and 
to their harmiessness on former occasidns, 
they were slow to learn this was the most 
serious shock in a score of years. 

No personal property of Americans was 
damaged, and with the exception of one Chi- 
nese killed no foreigner was injured. In the 
barracks where the soldiers were killed 
twelve women also lost their lives. They. 
were the wives of the artillerymen: These 
women have the privilege of spending the 
night within the walls of the barracks. 

The barracks Was an old structure, built a 
generation or more ago, but, unlike many of 
the older edifices in the olty, its wails were 
comparatively thin. 


Barracks Falle on Sleeping Men. 

Seventy-two soldiers were sleeping in the 
house. Approximately half were quartered 
on the first floor. The outer wall fell away 
and the roof, crashing down on the sleeping 
men on the second floor, hurled them down 
on to their comrades below. The bodies of 
thirty soldiers have been recovered. Three 
are mung and sixteen are injured, a few 
dangerously. 

Those who escaped at once began the work 
of rescue. Women whose soldier husbands 
were in tne wreckage stood by, waiting to 
groups, while little brown children clung to 
their mother’s dresses and stared curiously 
at the gruesome scene. Ambulances carried 
the wounded to the military hospitals and the 
dead to Dolores cemetery. r

Hopes Spirit of Liberty Will Con- 
quer the American Continent. 


WILDLY CHEERED BY PEOPLE 


Revolutionary Leader Cordially 
Greeted by Mexican President. 


Mexico City, June 7—“'Whenl a peopte 
fight for Uberty and conquer, the triumph is 
well received in neighboring coumtries, The 
spirit of liberty will not be satisfied and we 
all wih really not be happy until in the whole 
American continent the reign of democracy 
ia completes.” 5 

This sentiment was foremost in the speech 
of Francisco I. Madero to thousands of peo- 
ple, including many Latin-Americans from 
adjacent countries, who serenaded him ip 
front of his home here tenight as a climex 

Led by thee Veneruclan colony, the throng 
that cheered Madero for ten minutes burs 
into an almost frenzied shout when he de- 
spoke the hope that Central and South Amer- 
jean countries would participate in the era 
of civic freedom, which he believes has 
Gawned in Latin- America. 


Addresses Crowd from Balcony, 
For hours the crowd waited at the Madero 
home and when the former rebel chief ap- 
peared on the balcony the mass of jubilant 
supporters simultaneouly broke out with the 
shout “ Viva Madero.“ 

“We are all brothers,” he said, as he 
weaved his arm. We are all happy at this 
moment, for in the conquest of liberty we 
see a contrast with the sentiments of sister 
republics who are now going to understand 
our sentimenta, but who are slow to fight for 
liberty. 

“I know well the reason which the presi- 
dent of a republic has for not interfering 
in foreign affairs, but I know well the senti- 
ment of liberty has no frontiers.” 


Gives Praise to President. 

Madero desired to express his gratification 
for the reception given him today, declaring 
he would issue a manifesto to the Mexican 
people within the next two days in epprecie- 
tion of hi» welcome. 

He spoke enthusiastically of his meesting to- 
day with President de la Barra, asserting bis 
confidence that perfect harmony would pre- 
vail and that the administration would busy: 
itself in tranquilizing the country. 

“A great deal has been done,” said Presi- 
dent de la Barra, “ but there is much ahead 
of us.

FORMER FRENCH PREMIER DEAD. 


Senator Maurice Rouvier Succumbs Sud- 
denly While in Residence in 
Suburb of Paris. 


PARIS, June 7.—Senater Maurice Rouvier, 
twice premier of France, died suddenly today 
at his home in Neuilly-8ur-Seine, a suburb of 
Parts, of pulmonary congestion. 

M. Rouvier was born at Alx in 1842. He 
became known early as an enemy of the em- 
pire. He was elected a member of the na- 
tional assembly in 1871, and in 1881 he was 
appointed minister of commerce in the Gan- 
betta cabinet. In 1887 he became premien 
taking also the portfolio of finance, 

His ministry lasted only six months, but it 
was notable for the removal of Gen. Boulanger 
from the office of minisier of war. Boulanger 
was then at the height of his popularity, and 
M. Rouvier s action was regarded as a oour- 
ageous one.

In reopening the line of questioning with 
reference to the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, Representative Littleton sought 
to get from Mr. Gary an understanding as to 
what phraseology they could agree upon to 
express the attitude of President Roosevelt 
regarding the transaction which Mr. Gary 
and Mr. Frick proposed to him in 1907. 

„ should say,” said the witness, “* that it 
was a tacit acquiescence on the part of the 
president.” 

“If President Roosevelt and Mr. Root, 
then secretary 6f state, had objected to this 
transaction.“ suggested Representative 
Bartlett, “would the United States Steel 
corporation still have purchased the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company?“ 

I think I surely would have voted against 
the purchase,“ Mr. Gary replied. 


Refers to White House Visit. 

“You were at the White House then,” 
said Mr. Littleton, “seeking the approval 
of the administration of the proposed ac- 
quisition by the steel compeny of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron stock?“ 

“That is not rightly put,” replied Mr. 
Gary. We sought to acquaint the gov- 


— 


As presented to me I did not think much of it. 
and the matter was dropped. Soon after that 
Charles M. Schwab suggested to me that the 
Carnegie Steel company might be acquired by 
the Federal Steel company and I determined 
again to speak to Mr. Morgan about it, know- 
ing that such a deal would involve financial 
backing. Mr. Morgan then did not give much 
encouragement. 

I did not report to Mr. Schwab about my 
conference with Mr. Morgan, but he came to 
gee me several times afterward, and about 
that time J. Edward Simmons, president of 
the Clearing House association of New York, 
gave a dinner at the request of Mr. Frick to 
' Bankers and men interested in the steel busi- 
hess. Mr. Schwab made a statement which 
made an impression on Mr. Morgan concern- 
ing the Carnegie Steel company, a descrip- 
Alon of its export business, its costs of produc- 
ion, and the like. 

“I was not there, but I have no doubt Mr. 
Schwab had in mind the advantages of a 
consolidation of steel interests. 


Schwab Surprises Morgan. 
“The next thing I heard about it was on a 
Sunday morning, not long after this dinner, 
‘when Mr. Robert Bacon, then a partner in the 
firm of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co., came to my 
Shouse. He said that the night before Mr. 
Schwab had surprised Mr. Morgan by show- 
‘ing him a.letter.from Mr. Carnegie stating 
he would sell his steel property and take 
bonds in payment for it. There bad been a 
conference at Mr. Morgan's house. 
“ Mr. Bacon did not tell me anything about 
Zohn W. Gates having been there. I never 
heard he was there until I read his testimony 
‘before this committee in which he said he was 
at Mr. Morgan’s house and that the plan of 
the United States Steel corporation wes 
formulated there. I cannot see how it could 
be that such plans were made that night. 
“Mr. Bacon said Mr. Schwab had submit- 
ted the Carnegie letter, which fixed a price 
for the steel plants, and that Mr. Morgan 
had told him to submit the whole matter to 
“me. We went over the whole matter until 
Brunch time and Mr. Lacon went to see Mr. 
| Morgan and came back, and we spent the 
entire evening going’ over the matter. At 
that time the Federal Stee? company was in 
peed ot finishing mills and sought e corpora- 
ion of sufficient financial strength to increase 
ts unes of business and particularly ite

Carnegie’s Price Discussed.

Morgan’s Services Offered. 

“A meeting was arranged and I told of the 
Proposition, explaining the business oppor- 
tunities as best I could. Mr. Morgan then 
Stated that he knew enormous financial re- 
spongibilities would be involved, but if we 
concluded it was a good, safe, and reliable 
undertaking he would act as financial sponsor 
of a syndicate to carry it out. There was 
dome Opposition at first on the part of some 
ot the Federal Steel directors, but they finally 
\ assented, and that is where the United States 
Steel corporation was born 

Mr. Gary then told the committee of the 
details of working out the plant and of tak- 
ing over the American Steel and Wire, the 
National Tube, the American Bridge, the 
National Steel, and other concerns, and the 
capitalization of the United States Steel cor 
Hora tion at $950,000,000. 

I want to say,” he continued, that from 
the standpoint of the original cost of the 
oncerns which were taken in and what it 
would have cost to reproduce them at the 
time, there is no doubt that the United States 
Steel corporation was overcapitalized, but 
‘from the standpoint of what all the broper- 
‘ties were actually worth, put together as a 
Font concern, I do not believe the steel cor- 
poration was overcapitalized.”’ 


Never Heard of Carnegie’s Threats. 


Mr. Gary declared that in all the negotia- | 


Zions preceding the organization of the United 
States Steel corporation he never had heard 
that the threat of Mr. Carnegie to bulld a 
Plant to rival the National Tube company, 
organized by Mr. Morgan, and to build a

But it 
seemed clear to me that if we should pur- 
chase the property under the perilous con- 
ditions in Wall street, as explained to the 
president, there ought not to be any action 
on the part of the government to enjoin the 
transaction.“ 

Mr. Gary discussed this situation at length 
and said it was the unanimous opinion of 
the steel corporation directors and the big 
bankers in New York, including Mr. Mor- 
gan, that the administration's attitude 
toward the deal should be definitely known. 

“You knew at that time,” said Mr. Little- 
ton, “the Sherman anti-trust law made it 
the duty of the attorney general to bring 
injuncion sults to prevent the consumma- 
tlon of business combinations which would 
amount to a violation of the law, did you not? 
You knew the Sherman law does not give to 
any injured party the right to bring pro- 
ceedings and that the attorney general was 
the only source from which such proceed~ 
ings could emanate? ” 

“Well, I do not know I was sufficiently 
familiar with the law to determine that 
such was the case,” Mr. Gary replied. “TI 
felt that under the circumstances—the presi- 
dent having stated to Mr. Frick and myself 
he did not feel like objecting: to the deal— 
any proceedings in court afterward would 
have been unjust.” 

Prosecution Would Be “Unjust.” 

“ Ih other words, said Mr. Littleton, “ you 
were of the opinion that had the attorney 
general proceeded such action would have 
been an outrage.

That is one reason why 
I sey thet this country must come. to the 
point if it is to keep its place among pro- 
gressive nations, where there is codpera- 
tion between the government and the in- 
| dividual, where the government, while recog- 
nizing the rights of the individual, must 
exercise strict control. 

Calls Sherman Law Inadequate. 

“The Sherman anti-trust law is inadequate 
and we should have additional regulative leg- 
islation. Just what kind it should be the 
committee may have @ diffefent opinion to 
mine.” 

Mr. Littleton, returning again to the sub- 
ject of concentration of wealth, sald: 

“The government has come more and more 
to the regulation of industry. THe railroads 
are now almost completely under government 
control. Is there not a danger greater than 
that of any industrial combine in the com- 
bination of bankers and trust companies, 
which. controlling the money power, could 
restrain all trade and commerce?’ 

„ don’t believe in unbridled license to use 
wealth,” Mr. Gary responded. “ The danger 
in such a situation can easily be seen.” 

The witness referred to his former declara- 
tions in favor of strict government super- 
vision, and said: 

“TI believe it just and important the gov- 
ernment should make it certain that property 
and business should be protected. There is 
just as much danger of the government go- 
ing too far asof the individual going too far.” 

Against Ownership by U. 8. 

Would you indorse a law that provided 
when a combination got control of 60 per 
cent of an industry the government should 
take over its business? Mr. Littleton asked. 

“I don't believe in government ownership 
or actual management under any circum- 
stances,” returned Mr. Gary.

„Just as soon as we sent back word from 
Washington that President Roosevelt would 
allow the deal to be made,“ replied the wit- 
ness. I don't know what the committee 
thinks about it, but I believe the action of 
the president In this connection was a piece 
of real constructive statesmanship.” 

„ Destructive as well as constructive,” 
suggested Chairman Stanley. 

„It was not destructive,” insisted Mr. 
Gary. We did not acquire the property of 
a competitor of any consequence. We did 
not want to create a monopoly of the steel 
business.“ 


Never Wanted Monopoly. 

Mr. Gary further said the steel corpora- 
tion never wanted a monopoly of theiron and 
steel business of the country. 

„ Wae consistently have opposed securing a 
monopoly,” he said. “We know the worst 
thing that could happen to the United States 
Steel corporation is to get a monopoly.“ 

“How long have you been afraid to try 
for full control of the trade? Chairman 
Stanley asked, . 

„Ever since the corporation was or 
ganized,’ replied Mr. Gary. Lean show you 
articles written by me as far back as 1900 
in which I maintained that neither I nor the 
steel corporation favored a monopoly or 4 
restraint of trade. I always have felt mo- 
nopoly of the steel business was not in the in- 
terest of the country or the steel corpora- 
tion.“ 

The witness was asked many more ques- 
tions relating to the White House conference 
in 1907, particularly as to the exact infor- 
mation given him of the condition of the 
brokerage firm of Moore & Schiey, to save 
which from financial failure the steel direct- 
or represented to the president the absorp- 
tion of Tennessee Coal and Iron was neces- 
sary. 


What Mr. Roosevelt Understood. 

„Did the president understand,” Mr. Little- 
ton asked, that the failure you predicted, 
but did not describe by name, would be @ 
large or small collapse?” 

1 am sure he understood the firm had 
many millions of obligations in banks and 
that Mr: Morgan and other leading bankers 
of New York had declared it was necessary 
for the steel corporation to acquire the Ten- 
nessee company in order to relleveéghe situa- 
tion.” 

Asked if he or Mr. Frick knew the char- 
acter of the loans of Moore & Schiey, Mr. 
Gdry said that they were understood to be 
loans on Tennessee stock. Mr. Littleton asked 
the witness about the statement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in his letter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, that Mr. Gary had told him 
the steel corporation controlled less than 60 
per cent of the steel property of the country 
and that the absorption of the Tennessee 
company would not bring the percentage 
above 60. 

“I think the president was given to under- 
stand thet,” Mr. Gary said ‘“‘I told him it 
was our policy and intention to keep the per- 
centage of control of the business below 6 
per cent and we could not justly be charged 
with having a monopoly.” 


Bonds from Steel Treasury. 

Mr. Gary said the bonds which were paid 
for the stock of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company came from the United States Steel 
Corporation's treasury. 

„We had,” he said, “unsold steel cor- 
poration bonds amply secured—second mort- 
gage bonds that were as valuable as cash— 
and we didn’t want to disturb the financial 
situation by drawing cash from the banks. In 
fact, Mr. Ledyard, who negotiated with us 
on behalf of the Schley interests, suggested 
that steel bonds would be as acceptable as 
cash.” 

Asked why the steel corporation could not 
have loaned Moore & Schley' money outrightd 
instead of purchasing the Tennessee com- 
pany to save the day, Mr. Gary explained the 
brokerage firm had too much Tennessee 
stock deposited with the banks to permit such 
a transaction at that time. The property 
had to be purchased and taken over in order 
to avert a panic. The banks, he said, had 
demanded some better security than the 
Tennessee stocks. 


FIGHTS “APPLAUSE” IN RECORD. 


Mann Says Proprieties of House Are 
Violated by Inserting Worde 
Which Deceive. 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—The ineertion 
of the word “‘applause~’ in a speech pub- 
lighed in the Congressional Record, after the 
sentence: Jesus was born in a manger: 
John the Baptist fed on locusts and wild 
honey,” brought about a few moments of 
earnest discussion in the house of repre- 
sentatives today. 

Minority Leader Mann objected to what he 
termed the abuse of the proprieties of the 
house,“ in inserting the word “ applause,”’ 
“ tumukuous applause,” and the like in print- 
ed speeches. 

“I did not think this sentence was so new 
to members of this house,” said Mr. Mann, 
“that it would actually be greeted with ap- 
plause.”’

The inquiry is unlimited in scope and will 
cover the cost of sugar in all countries. With 
regard to the situation in America, the in- 
vestigation will ascertain whether the sugar 
trust is a monopoly, its methods of formation 
and operation, and the extent to which it has 
increased the price of the product artificially. 

There also will be an investigation of the 
mysteries of the sugar tariff. The committee 
will attempt to discover the author of the 
sugar schedule and identify the influences 
which protect its safe passage through con- 
gress, and whether the tariff bill in which it 
is included is 4 Republican or a Democratic 
measure. , 

The committee also will attempt to ascer- 
tain to what extent protection on sugar has 
enabled the trust to maintain exorbitant 
prices to the ordinary consumer. 

All reports of the previous investigations 
of the sugar trust were before the committee 
when it met. 

The present investigation will deal almost 
entirely with the American Sugar Refining 
company, which is the sugar trust. This is 
the concern which has been branded the 
wickedest trust in the world,“ although that 
was before the iniquity of the oil and tobacco 
trusts was set forth so authoritatively by 
the Supreme court.

Russians Starve for Gospel. 

The lights and shades in Russia's religious 
history were described in two addresses given 
yesterday by the Rev. William Fetler, St. Pe- 
tersburg, in connection with the conference on 
summer work in the churches held at noon in 
the Garrick theater and in the afternoon and 
evening in the Moody church. | 

“Many people said that when the czar of Rus- 
sia decreed religious liberty for Russia 
Fetler asserted, “he did not “intend to carry 
out in good faith. But I want to say in peg 
of my country and the czar that he has k is 
word and has allowed freedom of worship every- 
where. 

“There is no country in the world that is so 
open to the gospel as Russia. The people beg 
to hear the gospel and will listen to sermons 
while they starve, stay till midnight, and will 
suffer every inconvenience of cramped and un- 
ventilated quarters. 

“There are, however, men in the church and 
state who are organized into a society called the 
‘Black Hundred’ who persecute the preachers of 
evangelical religion. I have recently fled from 
Russia to escape imprisonment. Others who 
were with me were put in jail and I was ar- 
rested. I paid bail amounting to eae and 
escaped, although I was afraid that I would be 
apprehended in crossing the border. When I get 
back to my country I expect to be put in jail. 
It Seems my only chance to get a holiday and 
at the same time I can preach. like Paul did 
when he was put in prison.” 

„The most neglected class of men in America 
are the men in the lumber camps,” William 
Henderson, who spoke At the afternoon confer- 
ence, declared. 

“They are probably the most expert in the 
art of profanity of any men living. The Sun- 
days in camp are given to playing poker. Yet 
these men are eager to hear the gospel preached. 
I have visited seventy of the lumber camps as a 
missionary and have been well received and have 
gained many converts.”

Municipal Court Head Says Min- 
isters or Priests Should 
Perform Ceremony.

Couples Married by Justice of the Peace 
Stacey, whose faith in the security of their 
union has been shaken by a recent opinion 
of Municipal Judge Stewart that all mar- 
riages performed by Stacey are invalid, can 
stop worrying. | 

Their marriages are not illegal. Their chil- 
dren are not illegitimate. Their property 
rights have not been invalidated. They are 
husbands and wives. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court yesterday denied he had ever said mar- 
riages performed by Stacey were illegal. 


“Supreme Court Sole Judge.” 

The status of any couple married by Stacey, 
almost all lawyers agree, is this: 

They are husband and wife until the Su- 
preme court of the state decides otherwise. 
The Supreme court. has not passed upon the 
validity of ministerial acts of justices. 

Marriage is a ministerial; not a judicial, 
act. Leading lawyers agree the Supreme 
court would, as a matter of public policy, up- 
hold all marriages performed by Justice 
Stacey. 

Olson Favors Church Weddings. 

Justice Olson outlined his view, ‘which 
agreed generally with those of other authori- 
ties, on the question of Stacey's merriages, 
and said: 

A Marriage ceremony ie so sclemn an 
act that where either of the parties profess 
any religion whatever they should be mar- 
ried by a minister or a priest and not by any 
justice of the peace or mayor.“ >a 

State's Attorney Wayman asserted during 
the day that the marriages performed by 
Stacey are lega!. The statutes, he says, ex- 
pressiy give justices of the peace authority 
to perform marriages anywhere in Cook 
county.

Gov. Deneen has acted justifiably and 
wisely in recalling the legislature prompt- 
ly.

EDWARD HARRIGAN. 

It is almost a generation ago since Wil- 
liam Dean Howells, poking about New York 
to see what interesting things the majority 
of people were overlooking, discovered“ 
Edward Harrigan. Harrigan didn’t know 
he was discovered any more than the San 
Salvador Indians did several centuries be- 
fore, but it was a fact, nevertheless, and 
Howells made his discovery known through 
Harper d Magazine in one of these genial 
articles which show bis best side as a writer. 
He proclaimed ‘Harrigan a realistic drama- 
tist of a high order, and he considered his 
ability as an actor second only to that asa 
play wright. 

Although Mr. Howells, like one of his own 
characters, has sometimes praised indiscrim- 
inately, his judgment in this case was not 
far wrong, and Harrigan slowly won for 
himself audiences other than native to the 
east side. Hie is dead now in New York, a 
player, writer, and manager almost un- 
known to the present generation of theater- 
goers, but one who, nevertheless, was a pio- 
neer in discovering and exploiting the life 
of the common people as a vehicle for stage 
craft. 

Previous to his time this class had been 
represented in stage characters largely in 
caricature, and, for the most part, as per- 
gonalities apart from the action of the play 
in which they appeared. Harrigan raised 
his curtain and showed the Bowery or First 
avenue just as you could see it any day at 
that time, and brought out on the stage 
street the [fish contractor, policeman, or 
politician, the Jew clothing merchant, and 
no gross libel, either; the Italian fruit ped- 
dler, the hoodlums, the girls and boys of the 
street, and all the swarming, vivid life of

by her maid, and reached New York under 
the name of Countess Munsterberg. 

Here she found numerous cablegrams from 
her mother and from her grandmother, 
Queen Victoria, awaiting her, and at their in- 
stance she took up her residence at the Brit- 
ish emybassy at Washington, under the pro- 
tection of Lord and Lady Pauncefote and 
as their guest. She remained with them two 
or three weeks, paying a private visit with 
Lord and Lady Pauncefote to President and 
Mins. McKinley at the White House. 

From here she went to England, and short- 
ly afterwards divorce proceedings were in- 
atituted in Germany, the suit being decided in 
her favor. Since then the princess has made 
her home in England, and dropping her hus- 
band’s name has resumed that to which she 
is entitled by birth. In England she ranks 
as a member of the reigning house, and, as a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria, is in the 
line of succession to the throne of Great 
Britain.

Her presence at the royal ball naturally had 
the effect of making still more marked the 
absence therefrom of her similarly divorced 
cousin, Mrs. John Jacob Astor, who has not 
been admitted to any of the courts held this 
season. 

These rules againat divorced women, en- 
forced by Queen Victoria but so greatly re- 
laxed by King Edward that at one court ban 
there were more than a score of divorcées 
present, were first inaugurated by Queen 
Charlotte, consort of George IIL, and main- 
tained by Queen Adelaide. consort of William 
IV., who, despite all the influence brought to 
bear upon her, absolutely barred from court 
the celebrated Lady Holland. 
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Sledmore is one of the most famous country 
houses in Yorkshire, and is known through- 
out the racing world on both sides of the At- 
lantic as the home of Sir Tatton and of Lady 
Sykes. The news of its destruction by fire 
the other day will therefore excite no little 
interest and also regret.

The Sykeses are of Cumberland origin, but 
have been settled at Sledmere since 1704, 
when Richard Sykes, a Hull merchant, mar- 
ried the daughter and .co-heiress öf Mark 
Kirkby of Sledmere, a descendant of the an- 
client and powerful family of Kirkby of Kirk- 
by Trelaugh, Cumberland. 

Sir Tatton is a man of 85, who is eccentric, 
and has all his life long had two hobbies— 
namely: horses and the building of churches. 

While he spends large sums of his enormous 
fortune on these two fads, he will often stint 
himself, not merely in the luxuries but in the 
comforts and even in the necessities of life. 

—~- 

Notwithstanding hie maintenance of one 
of the finest racing stables in England for 
over fifty years, and his winning of the 
Derby and of other classic events, Sir Tatton 
has never been able to obtain election to the 
Jockey club. 

This is largely owing to the fact that he has 
been at law with a large number of — 
ential persons on the turf in connection with 
horses, one of his most sensational suits of 
this kind being against Lord Marcus Beres- 
ford, for many years the starter of the Jockey 
club, and now the chief of King George's 
racing stud, and during the closing years of 
King Edward's life chief of that sovereign's 
racing stable. 

Sir Tatton. had oommissioned Lord Marcus 
to buy the famous racehorse Le Fleche at 
the sale of the stables of the late Baron 
Hirsch.

The general belief among the members 
of the two bodies is that a merger will re- 
sult and that it will work for the benefit of 
the entire real estate interests of the city. 
It will provide an effective organization of 
over 700 members, and along broader lines 
than obtain with either of the two bodies. 
It will be the largest organization of its kind 
in the country. 


Facts About Two Bodies. 

The Cook county board, which has a mem- 
bership of over 300, was organized in 
February, 1908, its first president being John 
P. Foerster. 
W. Hedenberg, president: William C. Regelin 
vice president; Francis A. Lackner, secretary; 
Arthur C. Lueder, treasurer. Its offices are 
in the Portland block, 31-39 North Dearborn 
street. 

The Chicago board, which is one of the 
largest and most influential real estate 
organizations in, the country, was organized 
in 1883, Henry C. Morey being its first 
president. Its membership is nearly 450 and 
it has grown rapidly during the last three 
years.

He made these observations 
yesterday at a noonday meeting of the ways 
and means committee of the Chicago Asso- 
eiation of Commerce. The committee will 
name a subcommittee to investigate condi- 
tions with a view to suggesting means of 

them. 

. Municipal Judge Edward K. Walker char- 
acterized stations Mke Harrison street, with 
its underground cells, a relic of medieval 
times. Both Inspector O’Brien and Judge 
Walker saw a solution of the problem, par- 

Gally at least, in the building of a modern 
station on the property owned by the city on 
Madison street, between Market street and 
the river. Judge Walker also suggested the 
aédition of a temporary hospital. 


Calls Nine Stations Good. 

Of the forty-five police stations, Inspector 
O’Brien classified nine as excellent, six as 
good, ten as fair, and twenty as bad. 

The excellent ones, he said, had been built 
within four or five years, and are a credit to 
Chicago. He placed the Shakespeare statiop 
at the head of the nine.
